1. Applicant's election of Groupl, claims 1-7,9-1 1, 13 and 15-18 in the reply filed on 05/15/06 is acknowledged. Because applicant 
did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 8 1 8.03(a)). 

2. Applicant's response is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action mailed on 05/15/06 because of the following: 
In the prior Office Action it was stated : 

Applicant is further required under 35 USC 121 (1) to elect a single disclosed species to which the claims would be restricted if no 
generic claim is finally held to be allowable and (2) to list all claims readable thereon including those subsequently added. 

3. If Group I is elected, applicant is required to elect a specific method of treating a cytopathological disease in mammal, wherein 
said disease is recited in claims 6, or 7 or 9 or 1 1 or 13 or 16. For example cancer, or infectious disease or thyroid gland disorder. 

These species are distinct because a specific method of treating a cytopathological disease in mammal, wherein said disease is recited 
in claims 6, or 7 or 9 or 1 1 or 13 or 16 differ in etiologies and therapeutic endpoints of pathological conditions; thus each condition 
represents patentably distinct subject matter. 

The examination of species would require different searches in the scientific literature. 



Applicant is advised that a response to this requirement must include an identification of the species that is elected consonant with this 
requirement, and a listing of all claims readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is 
allowable or that all claims are generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election.

If claims are 
added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. M.P.E.P. § 809.02(a). 
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4. Applicant is advised that the response to this requirement to be complete must include an election of the species as it reads on each 
species election set forth above to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed.
